The Confhdemte gonrd, eonsistiag 
I of fire soldiers, watching the bridge, were 
Immcdietely surronoded by the iminriated 
mob, and were held tn etoee eonflaement, 
while Fry, still leading the way, and atlll 
foUowetPby the boldeet ot hie elan, haeteoed 
to the wooden struotnre, applied the torch, 
and the whole was consumed and burned to 
the ground in an hour. Upon returning to 
the guarded eoldiere, Pry graoionely extend- 
ed to them their lives upon the oondition 
that they would take the oath of allegianoe 
to the United Statee — saying that now "he 
had them under his thumb, and the d— d 
telegraph and milrond would tell open them 
no longer.” This olcsedths soens, the pnrty 
of tmitors dispersed to their homee for the 
night, many of them to be eeptured on the 
morrow, and the remainder te flee to the 
woods and moontnins, as onteasts from thair 
homes. 

Tbs foregoing irs the leading facts as were 
developed in the trial of a number of the 
oonspirators, and the leading spirits in the 
deed of deetmetion were David Fry, Jtoob 
Harmon, G. A. Hann, Daniel Smith, Henry 
Harmon, Henry Fry, nnd twenty or thirty 
others, whose names it is not pmdont to 
mention.

In n short artiele n few weeks sgo, an- 
nouncing the adjournment of the court- 
martial in this oity, we promised to furnish 
more in detail some of the foots oonneoted 
with the burning of the railroad bridges in 
East Tennessee. It will be remembered 
that there were five bridges destroyed by 
the Linooln traitors, to wtt: the Holston 
bridge, the Liek Creek, the Hiwaesee, and 
two aorose the Chiokamauga, in Haniilton 
county — nil ooourring on the same night, 
the night of the 8th or the morning of the 
lilth of November. An nttempt was mads 
also at the same time to destroy the Straw- 
berry Plains bridge, which was prevented 
by the beroio oondnot of the watchman, 
Keelan. No doubt efforts were also made 
to destroy the bridge at London, and it 
doubtless would have been done had not a 
military foroe been stationed there. These 
oononrring facts Indioatsd most clearly n 
general conspiracy for the destmotion of 
all the bridges from Bristol to Chattanooga, 
and a general uprising of the Unionists In 
East Tenneesae ^ The latter would have oo- 
ourred in oonneotion with the former had 
it not been for the prompt notion of the 
military antheritics of the Confederate 
States in this end of the Slate, and the 
failure of the Linooln foroes to push a col- 
umn across the mountains, as had been 
promised the Unionists here. 

The uprising of the Unionists manifested 
itself in several localities by the assemblage 
of armed men for the purpose of reeistanoe 
to the Confederate Qovernment, to.wit; In 
the ooonties of Carter, Sevier, Bradley and 
Hamilton. Expeditions were fitted oat with 
dispatoh by our military eommanders, and 
the insurreotioas in the various looalities 
promptly suppressed. Mauy of those who 
were in arms, and those whose oonduot had 
been suoh as to incite rebslUon and insur- 
rection, although not actually in arms, were 
taken prisoners, and, by order of the War 
Department, sent to Tutcalociias prisoners 
of war. None of the actual bridge burners 
were arrested, except those oonoerned in 
the Lick Creek bridge in Qreen oonnty. Ten 
or twelve of these were captured, two of 
whom were executed at Ordenville upon 
their own oonfession, aud the remainder 
sent to Knoxville for trial by a military 
oommission, three of whom were pnnished 
with death upon their own confessions of 
their guilt. As we have stated before, these 
persons were all guaranteed a fkir trial 
before the board of offioers convened for 
that purpose, having the benefit of all their 
testimony, of all the laws geveming orimi* 
nal trials, and of the most distinguished 
oonnsel that oould be procured. 

The facts oonneoted with the burning of 
the Lick Creek bridge, as (hey appeared in 
the testimony elioiled by the oonrt-martial, 
have oome into our possession from an aa- 
thentio souros, and are as follows:

If the United Slates Govern- 
ment should do it, the said United States 
would bs in a worse fix than ths man who 
bought the elephant. The task of reoen- 
struoiing sooiety would be infinitely more 
dilfienlt than that of orushing out this re- 
bellion. It is one no sans man would think 
of taking on his hands.

were the bare pillars and abutments and a 
fsw smoking fragments of timber. The 
precaution was taken in this instance to 
prevent the firebells giving tke alarm, so 
that the burning of the bridge was wit>< 
nessed by oomparatively few persons, snd 
the event did not srouee the fears of those 
who had expected a general conflagration. 
The wires of the suspension bridge were 
out about the same time and that fine 
structure is now a complete wreck.

Postal Faoilitibs in Kbvtuokt aid 
TxHMxsjBK. — The Post Office Department 
is actively eogsgsd in preparation for the 
restoration of postal facilities iu all that 
part of Kentucky and Tounessee recently 
recovered from the possession of the rebels. 
As soon as it is ascertained that the Louis- 
ville and NashvWe Railroad is in oondi- 
tion to transport the mails, two route agents 
will be appointed, and the usual mail facili- 
ties resumed. At present the only arrange- 
ments for the transmission of mail matter 
in that region iaisucb as is provided by the 
military authorities. A Postmaster at Nash- 
ville is to be appointed this week. A num- 
ber of applioatioaa are on file, some of 
which were made before (he oocupation of 
Nashville by the Union forces. 

Secretary Chase is preparing instructions 
to the agent of the Treasury Department 
(Allen A. Hall) in regard to the reopening 
of trade with Nashville. The details of 
these instructions will not be completed for 
several days. 

We learn from Louisviila, and from a 
iouroe not likely to be misinformed, that 
the United Slates Collector of that city has, 
within the past ten days, dispatched a oon- 
fidential agent to canvass the State of Ten- 
nessee, espeoially those portions on the 
rivers lately opened by our gunboats and 
forces,' to feel the poise of the loyal busi- 
ness people there, and to asoertain the true 
extent of the alleged Union feeling. If the 
report of this agent sball be deemed satis- 
fiotory — and his investigations will be of 
the most thorough oharaoter — there is good 
reison to believe that trade ifill be im- 
mediately opened with all parts of that 
Stale, the same as before the rebellion, 
with the exception of artioles strictly con- 
traband of war. 

JN^The Buffalo Commeroial says during 
the terrific storm of wind aud snow that 
raged ever the ocunlry on Friday ni|;ht, 
two farmers were traversing the road in a 
outler, between QaiesviUo and Warsaw. 
While eroEsing the railroad track, between 
eight and nine o’olodk, llisy mistook their 
way in the darkness, and instead of keep- 
ing on the road turned down the track. 
They bad driven about five minutes, when 
they discovered their mistake, and began to 
retreat. They were (hen npon a ridge 
where the bank, drifted witk snow, swept 
downward on either side. Tho eastward 
bound train waa approaching, and within a 
few miaotM they saw the le aSeea Ahe le* 
oomotive behind them. It was then a raee 
for life, and the horse, flying through the 
stoim, got bejond (he ridge and off the 
track not a second too eocn. The train 
went thandering by, almost brushing the 
cutter. 

— The 
sale of the property of W. D. Collins, Esq , 
took place on Wednesday last. The home 
tract, lying near Ruddell’s Mills And con- 
tainieg 125 acres, sold for $60 07 per acre. 
Mr. Thomas Fisher became the purchaser. 
Another tract, adjoining, oentaining 60 
acres, brought $80 05 per acre. Mr. 
Joshua Barton was the purchaser. A tract 
of timber land in the vicinity, belonging to 
Mr. Hector Beid, and oontaining 15 acres, 
was sold at $67 to Mr. James Mollvain. 
Thirty-six mules, two years old this spring, 
in thin order, brought $61 45, and the 
other stock very fair prices.

This Battery Company is one 
of tke best in the service, and will prove a 
terror to tho enemy on any field of battle to 
which it may b« ordered. 

As Awkwaed PoBiTiaif — We learn that 
on Monday night last, a hones at Mexican 
Corner, ooenpied by two families, was so 
completely sobmerged in snow that in the 
morning nothing of it oould be seen. The 
inmates attempted to esoape by tearing 
boards from the gable ends of the house, 
but did not succeed in making their exit, 
and they were obliged t6 remain in that pt- 
sltion until the neighbors gathered to dig 
them out. By tunnelling forty feet through 
the snow the blockaded families were re- 
leased. — Portland ( Me ) Advtrliter. '

It is known that Fry and Carter passed j 
on into Roanoke county, and parted at |

making every arrangement for the destruo

Traveling, as he did, at night, and lying 
by In daylight, gtealthily and treacherously 
creeping from one traitor’s house to another, 
bis movements could not be traced nntii he 
arrived, on the night of Wednesday, the 6th 
of November, at the house of Anderson 
Walker, in Greene county.

This message 
was oommunioaled by Smith to Jaoob Har- 
mon about eight o’clock on the mornii^ of 
the 8th of November, and aeeordingly Har- 
mon, who was a leading Union spirit in the 
neighborhood, repaired to Smith’s house, 
where the plans were unfolded, and the plot 
and programme agreed upon.

Lang before the hour designated 
a very large orowd had assembled to bear 
what Gen. Pillow, fresh from the bloody 
field of Fort Donelson, had to say, for it 
was not known to what eubjeoi he would 
address himself. At the time appaioted 
Gen. Pillow addressed the people briefly, not 
occupying exceeding five minutes’ time, 
intorming them that the city would be sur- 
rendered, and oounselling them to remain 
qniet and orderly. "The Federals,” he 
aaid, "will be with you only for a time, 
"and I pledge you my honor that this war

The postoffiee was closed at an early hoar 
in the morning, the establishment having 
been removed to Murjgeesboro’.

In short, if the masters persist in their 
I mad and causeless rebellion against the 
Constitution, the end will be a negro oom-

If the war is to be protracted by the 
obstinacy of the cotton planters, thia is a 
result which the United States cannot avert 
if they would. 

By confiscation, the slaves will be set 
free, snd, through the same process, the 
lands of their masters will be surrendered 
to them for cultivation, all without infring- 
ing upon the Gonsiitntion. Even now there is 
a negro colony around Pori Royal, under the 
I protection of the national forces, and its 
future expansion into an organized commu- 
nity depends on the obstinacy of the plan- 
ters and the events of the war. 

But this is not all. Probably four-fifths 
of all the slaves in the United States are 
now lawfully subject to confiscation on ao- 
count of the treason of their masters. How 
far the forfeiture of their slaves, their other 
property, or their lives shall be carried, is 
a question of expediency only, and involves 
no constitutional question of power. Four- 
fifths of all the slaves may be thus lawfully 
set free, and the emancipation of the other 
fifth would soon follow.

A Secession Letter. 

Among the letters found at Columbus, 
was one of whkh I copy the following ex« 
traot. It is from a young man named Jas. 
G. Hollingshade, of the Tenth Louisiana 
Regiment, to his father in Baton Rogue. I 
quote only the portion of the epistle which 
relates to military matters. Its date is Feb- 
ruary 27, 1852: 

“The d— d Yankees are whipping us, or 
at least it looks so. General Polk says 
Tilghman always was an Abolitionist, and 
that Buckner was a coward. As for Pillow 
and Floyd, the dirty thieves, I hope I will 
live to see either of them, and I will not 
want to live another day if I don’t shoot 
them on sight. The Yankees are coming 
down to Columbus after us. I am afraid 
we will have to give in if they bring all 
their gunboats to shoot at us. “Anything 
but the infernal gunboats,’’ esys Gen. Polk. 
But I hear we are to leave Columbus in a 
few days. 1 don’t know where we will go. 
I think we had better go some place where 
the gunboats can’t reach us. Some of our 
boys are getting discouraged, but I still

Interesting from Savannah. 

The United States steam transport Erics- 
son, Captain Cole, arrived here early yester- 
day morning, with passengers and freight 
and a large mail. She experienced n heavy 
gale on the fid and 4:h instants from east to 
northwest. 

One of the passengers of the Ericsson, who 
comes from Savannah, reports the citizens 
of that plaoe to be in a terrible state of 
trepidation at the advances whioh the Union 
troope ore making towards Savannah, and 
are sending their slaves and other valuable 
property into the interior daily. Hundreds 
of citizens have already left the city, with 
hundreds more to follow oe soon os they can 
secure their portable property. 

Some sixty or seventy thousand Confed- 
erate troops ore stationed between Skida- 
way and Savannah, under the command ot 
Generals Henry R Jackson and Walker, 
and a State Brigadier General named Law- 
ton, who are in hourly expeotation of an 
a'.taok from the Federals, who were within 
about seven miles ot Savannah at the time 
the Ericsson left Port Royal. An obstrnotion 
of rafts of timber, bound wilk railroad 
iron, and ohoined togather, extending 
across tbe river, in the neighborhood of 
Fort Jackson, and down about a mile and % 
half, has lately been made for the purpose 
of keeping the Union gunboats at bay, while 
some forty heavy guns ore ranged on both 
sides of the river, ready at a moment’s 
warning to belch forth destrnotion to the 
Federals. 

The rebel troops, although badly dlaei- 
plined, badly clothed, and worse fed, ore re- 
ported as determined to suind to the lost ; 
but it is the deoided opinion of our inform- 
ant, from what he boa already seen of the 
Union troops, that the chivalry will never 
be able to hold out against Unionists. 

Gov. Brown has made aa additional oall 
for 18,000 troops, who were to report for 
duty on the 4ih of this month. They wore 
to receive $60 bounty. In case the requi- j 
cite number was not raised by that time, j 
an order for drafting was to follow. I 

A strong Union feeling exists among ths 
citizens of Savannah, but they dare not avow 
. it. 

' The naval force at Savannah oonsists of 
three small gunboats, mounting two guns 
each, and a gunboat on the stocks. 

From tho demonstrations being made, at 
the time our infoimaut left Savannah, by 
the Union troops, and the miserable eondi- 
tion of tbe ohivsdry, together with the great 
panic whioh existed among the native bom, 
it is his opinion that both Charleston and 
Savannah will soon be in peseession of the 
Union troops. — N. Y. Herald, 6rA.

That road, it is said, ia in 
full progress of oxeeution. and is joined to 
tke railways and canals whioh run through i 
tke Southern Statue in every direoiion. 
Europe may thus eupply herself with ooUon 
in the pone ef the Gulf of Mexioe, and 
the Powers would no longer have to ce:npy 
themselvee with tke queatioa of tho block- 
ade ef the Souikem porte by the Federal 
Government, ni this transit road will be 
equivalent to free aoeess to the Southern 
porta, as far as regards the export of cot- 
ton. It is needless to aud, remArks your 
oontemporary, that tke ehipment of cotton 
in the Mexican porig will not be in opposi- 
tion te any of tke priaeiples of international 
law.
